ayoid the puniſhment that is due to S.nners.:: Many {4d Exam- 
ples:of Gods-angerihave we had before our Eves : Within. this, 
ſeven or eight years , God hath deſtroyed our houſes by Fire, 
and not forgetting the dreadful Plague, wherein was ſwept

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away above 100000 Souls , methinks you ſhould always hear 
the Bell towling , and ſee your Friends and Relations dying, 
And if this will not move you, if neither Plague nor Fire, 
God will not leave off puniſhing you , but will ſtil] deſtroy 
you, as now he doth, by che Sword. onda 

My dear Friends , let us ſeriouſly enquire into the Rea- 
ſons wherefore the Lord doth deal ſo ſeverely with us : 
there is reaſonenough, if every man would but look into 
his own heart; but Ch thoſe great crying Sins which hath cau- 
ſed the Lord'to turn his face againſt us, and thus todeſtroy 
us! I ſhall name a few of the greateſt. As, 

Firſt , Sabath-breaking, The Examples of Gods Judge- 
ment on Sabath-breakers, may ſufficiently ſeal unto them, 
whoſe .hearts are not ſeared. How wrathful Almighty 
God is diſpleaſed with them who are wilful prophainers of 
his Holy Day : the Lord ( who is otherwiſe the God of 
mercy ) commanded AZoſes to ſtone the man, who (of a 
preſumptuous mind ) would go to gather ſticks on the Sa- 
dach day : the Fa& but ſmall, burt-the Sin was the greater, 
that' for ſo ſmall an occaſion would preſume to break ſo 
great a Commandment. Many ſad examples of Gods Judge- 
ments on Sabath-breakers have we had in theſe our days; 
ſhould I write them ajl down, this Book would not contain 


them: Our City, the Glory of- our Nation, was burned 


on the Sabath, wapin was good part of it deſtroyed on the 
Sabath , and St. Katherines almoſt deſtroyed by Fire, on the 
Sabath, and many otker . Fires, though not in the City, 
we have had' on rhe Sabath, fince our dreadful conſuming 
of London. And why is it that God doth thus deſtroy ns 
by- Fire, on: the Sabath day ? but to ſhew us how highly he 


is diſpleaſed with our Sabath-prophaination : How many are: 


there drowned on every Sabath ? as many on that day, 
2s on all the week belides : The more in theſe hot days, 
when young men go Into the Water. Oh that Maſters of 'Fami- 


Lies would take more Care for the future , and keepin their Ser- 


Yants, - 
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yants,and fee that the Sabath be ſanRifigd better then now it is,; 
Iſt God make an ntter end of us. 

Secondly , The ſecond provoking-Sin, is, Whoredom : As the 
Lord ſpake to feruſalem, ſo juſtly may it be ſpake of Zoxdon,and 
of England : I have ſeen thy Aaulteries , and thy Neighings , and 
the lewdneſs of thy Whoredoms, axd thine abominations on the hills, 
and in the fields , woe tothee, Oh Jeruſalem , wilt thox not be made 
clean. Woe to thee, Oh Loxaon; Oh England, wilt thou not 
be made clean? the Lord would have cleanſed thee , but thou 
wilt not be cleanſed. Conlider you unclean perſons, God hath 
his viols full of wrath, ready to pour. down upon you, and 
how will you be able to bear it? #horemengers and Adalterers 
God will judge, And Oh you provoakers of God, thoſe late 
dreadful Flames, are nothing to the Flames of Hell, to the tor- 
ments of the damned ; theſe touched but your ſubſtance, but the 
other will touch your Souls, and make you cry and roar und:r 
the extreamity of your pains for ever : Oh Loxdos ! put away 
thy Whoredoms, Ez«k. 16. 28. and in the 25 ver.Thos haſt bailt 
thy high place at the head of the way , and haſt made thy beauty to 
be abhorea , and haſt opened thy feet to the multitude that paſſed by, 
and haſt mnltiplyed thy whoreaoms. This was feruſalems caſe : and 
what was the end of all : it provoaked God to anger: Oh there- 
fore let not Whoredom take away thy heart , for no ſuch can 
inherit the Kingdom of God. _ | © 

Thirdly , The third Sin, 1s Pride. This Sin crys aloud in 
Londen, and all over England: This Sin heightned the Lords 
Wrath, and much helped the kindling ſo many cruel Fires as 
we have had of late, not only in Zewdey , but in the Country, 
Prov. 16.-18. Pride goeth before aeftruttion , and an haughty ſpirit 
before a fall. This was the Sin of Sodom, and this is the Sin of Lon- 
din; Even pride , azd fulneſs of bread. As you may read in 
Ezek. 16.47. As the Daughters of feruſalen,ſo the Daughters 
of Loridon, go withitrerchedout nocht,myncing os they go,little. 
thinking that thoſe that walk in pride ,, the Lord wyll abaſe, 
7er. 50.31, Bekold, I am ga thee, O thox meſs prona, ſaith the 


Lord Gog of Hyaſt, for the day 4 oome, that J will viſit thee. Aud

vetſe 32 Aud the moſt prod ſhall ſtamble and fall and none ſhall 
raiſe him uy, I will kindle a fire inhi5 Cities, andit ſhall devony 
4ll round: abort im. As God-did pronounce a woe aS4inſkk the 
ride of BYLraim, fojuiily might k- do! againſt London, and 
againlt ali Empland; ain j/a: 28. tr Woe to the Crown of pride, 
and to the D:unkards: ot Erigland; woe to the Drunkards of 
London. Ch the efore be humble, and let not pride of heart de- 
ceive thee, al. 4. 1. For behold the day cometh , that ſhall burn a5 
an Oven, and all the proud , yea, and all that do wickealy ſhall be 
ftuble, and the day that comerh all bura think np, ſaiththe Lord of 
Hoalts, that 4t ſhall leavethtm neither Foot nor branth. I 
Foxrthly, Drunkenneſs- is a crying and provoking Sirt 

PF Voe tothe Dynakards of Ephraim : So we may cry ont, Woe to 
"the Drunkatds bf Zod4,ard'of England, You that have made 
your ſelve« like Beaſt, youthat glory in your Drunkennefs; 
you takedelight when you cafi make ethers partakers with you 
in the ſ#me Sin, you arc not willingto be ſaved, neither would 
you have any others, if you could, you have drawn down 
Fudgements , you lizve added drunkenneſs to thirſt, now the 
Lord-hath given you a-cup of wrath to drink; well then, let me 
fay, with the Prophet 7or! :- {wake ye Drunkards, and weep, how! 
all ye drinkers of V Vine, beeanſe of new wine , for it is wolf from 
your months, Joet 1.5. Oh? how many have been walltowing in 
this Beaſtly Sin, and h: ve gloried in their ſhame? -* 
Fifthly , The fifth Sin thar proyoaks God to pour down his 
Judgementsupon us, is Swearing : Oh ! how ſad is it, that men 
fhouſd praRice fuch'a helliſh'Sin ; to rend and tear the bleſſed 
narh'of the preat God.

If the works of Creation, and Pro- 
vidence, will not convince the world that there is a God, God 
will make them know one tlay,when his wrath ſhall be reveiled 
from Heaven, upon them: that will not obey him ; nay, which 
is worſe, will nor believe that there isa God, alchouph they are... 
beholding to him for all that they enjoy : bur. what will be-the 
portiun of tl eir Cup? fob 21, 20. And he foal arinkof t he Wrat: 
of the Almighty.
